AWARD 

The Central Ciovernment being of opinion that an Indu.strial 
dispute existed between the employers in relation to the 
Vijaya Bank Limited and their workmen in respect of termi- 
nadng the serviees ol Sri K. Sadananda Shetty, Clerk, in 
Aldur Branch of Vijaya Bank Limited with effect from 
8-7-1972 by their Order No. L-1201 2/19/73 /LR III dated 
21-3-1973 in exercise of the powers conferred by section 7A 
and clause (d) of sub-section (1) of section 10 of the In- 
dustrial Disputes Act, 1947 (hereinafter called as the Act) 
have referred the said dispute to the Industrial Tribunal, at 
Bangalore, constituted by a common order No. CL-26012/ 
6/73-LR-lV/p-fV(D) dated 21-7-1975 of Govermnent of 
India, for adjudication on the following points of dispute: — 

■‘Considering the nature of work that was bejng per- 
formed by Shri K. Sadananda Shetty, Clerk, in Aldur 
Brunch of Vijaya Bank Limited, whether the action 
of the management of the Vijaya Bank Limited in 
appointing him as “Trainee” for 6 months from the 
2nd August, 1971 and again appointing him as a 
Probationer from the 2nd February 1972 and finally 
terminating his services fiorn the 8th July, 1972 is 
justified? If not, to what relief is he entitled?” 

2. On receipt of the above Reference, the same came to 
be numbered ;is Reference No. 1 of 1973 (Central) on the 
fife of this Ti'ibunal and notices weie issued to the parties 
to file the statement of demands. 
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3. In pursuance thereof the workman represented by the 
General ^cretary, Vijaya Bank Employees Union, Central 
OfBce, Big Baiaar, Calieut-1 (hereinafter called as the 1 
Party) filed the Statement of demands on 6-7-1973. 
According to them, the Bank recruited Sri K. Sadananda 
Shelly to the clerical service of the Bank and asked him 
to report for duty at their Aldur Office on 2-8-1971. 
which he did. The Bank called him a clerical trainee as 
per practice and apparently under the impre.ssion that by 
so doing, his tenure of service becomes substandard or 
Minething less than that of a probationer. After satis- 
factory completion of 6 months period of service, he should 
have been conflrtned as having completed 6 months proba- 
tion; but as a matter of unfair labour practice the Bank 
has been indulging in, they put him on a further period 
of 6 months of probation as from 2-2-1972. Sri Sadananda 
Shetly gave very satisfactory service and was entrusted 
with the work of Savings Bank. Current Account, Over- 
draft and Cash among other duties as was also temporarily 
entrusted with the joint keys of the Safe, which ore more 
appropriately the duties of a supeivisor. This being so, 
the then Manager of Aldur Brunch had asked Sri Sadananda 
Shetty not to move on friendly terms with Sri Gopinathan 
Nair, the present Organising Secretary who was charge- 
sheeted and who was also issued with three memos on 
the same day, but Sri Sadananda Shetty did not heed to 
such direction of the Branch Manager. Therefore, though 
his record of service was clean and his work was quite 
satisfactory, his period of pnobafion was terminated as 
from 8-7-1972 by order dated 5-7-1972 of the Chairman 
of the Bank and relieved him from duties by order dated 
8-7-1972 by the local Manager on the same day. No 
reason has been assigned for the termination. The termi- 
nation was before the expiry of so called probationcry 
period. No prior termination notice was given to him 
nor was he given wages in lieu of notice, nor the wages 
in lieu of notice tendered before effecting termination of 
service. The order of termination therefore is illegal a.s 
also one passed for a collateral purpose, malaflde, unjust 
and amounts to victimisation. Hence it was submitted 
that an award be passed reinstating Sri K. Sadananda 
Shetty with back wage.s and other consequential relief 
along with the costs of this award. 

4. The Management of Vijaya Bank Limited, Adminis- 
trative Office, Race Course Road, Bangalore, filed their 
Counter Statement justifying the action taken by the Ma- 
nagement against the concerned workman in this regard. 
It was submitted that Sastry Award enables the Manage- 
ment to engage the services of any person as a trainee 
for a period not exceeding twelve months. Sri K. Sada- 
nanda Shelly entered into his probationcry period from 
2-2-1972 and his service as a probationcry clerk was ter- 
minated with effect from 8-7-1972. The Management had 
no option but to terminate his service as his service was 
found to be unsatisfactory. The Management offered a 
month’s salary in lieu of notice which he refused to accept. 
The termination of services of Sri Sadananda Shetly is 
within the powers of the Management recognised by the 
Sastry Award, the management is not expected to give 
any reason while terminating the services of probationer. 
The various allegations alleging unfair labour practice and 
victimisation, etc., have been made without any regard to 
truth. The services of Sri Sadananda Shetty were not termi- 
nated, as a result of any action Involving any disciplinary 
action and as such no reason was assigned for such termina- 
tion, Any reference to the memos issued to Sri C. Gopina- 
than Nair is besides the point and hence it was .submitted that 
the 1 Party is not entitled to any relief set out in their State- 
ment of demands and the same is liable to be rejected with 
the costs of the If Party. 

5. In addition to the points of disputes scheduled in the 
Order of Reference, my learned predecessor on 27-5-1974 
framed the following issues arising out of the pleadings of 
the parties: — 

“1. Whether the Management was not justified in appoint- 
ing Shri K, Sadananda Shetty as a Trainee on a re- 
muneration of Rs, 150 only per month? 

2. Whether the Management was not justified in further 

appointing him as a probationer from 2-2-1972? 

3. Whether the Management was not justified in termi- 

nating his service from 8-7-1972? 


4. To what relief, if any, the workman is entitled?” 

6. In support of their contentions MW-1 K. 
Umanath Shetty the then Manager of Aldur Branch was 
examined and Exhibits M-1 to M-17 are marked by consent 
on behalf of the 11 Party. After Sri C, V. Narayana Row 
submitted that he has closed his side on 10-8-1976, the case 
was adjourned to 25-9-1976 for evidence of the I Party. When 
the case was called out on 25-9-1976 nobody was present on 
behalf of the J Party including their advocate Sri S. G. Bhaga- 
van and hence it was taken that the I Party has no evidence 
to lead in this case and thereafter the case was posted to 
28-9-1976 for hearing arguments. On this adjoumeti date of 
hearing again the J Party and their advocate Sri S. G. 
Bhagavan remained absent. In the circumstances, heard 
Sri C. V, Narayana Row appearing for the II Party-Manage- 
ment. 

7. Admittedly, Sri K. Sadananda Shetty was appointed as 
a Q'erical Trainee and under the terms of order of appoint- 
ment Ext. M-1 he had to undergo training for a period of 
six months and during the said period he was to be paid 
Rs. 150 per month. The.se Service Rules are accepted by 
the workman by his letter dated 2-8-1971 Ext. M-2 and joined 
service at Aldur Branch of Vijaya Bank of the U Party. 
Ihcre he served as a elcrical trainee for a period of six 
months. At the end of six months, MW-1 Sri K. Umanath 
Shetty the then Manager of Aldur Branch a Confidential 
Report Ext. M-4 about the work of Sri K. Sadananda Shetty. 
It IS stated therein that Sri Sadananda Shetty is not dcligent 
and he cannot be entrusted with independent work, his per- 
formance being not satisfactory and his work is not up to 
the mark. In spite of this, Sri C. V. Narayana Row appearing 
for (he II Party submitted that the II Party-Management gave 
Sri Sadananda Shetty one another opportunity and he was 
appointed as probationer for a period of .six months as per 
Rule 8 Chapter VI of the Service Rules of the Bank, From 
2-2-1972 onwards Sri Sadananda Shetty was continued on 
probation as per Ext. M-6. He continued working and dur- 
ing the probationery period, a Final Confidenlial 
Report dated 3-7-1972 Ext. M-8 was made to the Head Office 
by MW-1 Sri K. Umanath Shetty stating that the work of 
Sri Sadananda Shetty was not satisfactory. He was rude to 
the customers and further recommending to terminate the 
.services of the concerned workman. The Report Ext, M-8 was 
sent with a covering letter Ext. M-9 to the Chairman of the 
Bank, The Chairman by his letter dated 5-7-1972 Ext. M-10 
terminated the services of the workman with effect from 
8-7-1972 as he was found not suitable for confirmation, TTio 
order dated 8-7-1972 was delivered to the workman on the 
.same day and he was offered one month’s salary in lieu of 
notice as per the directions of the Head Office contained in 
Ext. M-10. The concerned workman refused to accept one 
month’s salary, is told to us by MW-1 and in this regard he 
finds support from his reports Exhibits M-11 and M-12 made 
to the Head Office. This MW-1 further states that one month’s 
wages due to the workman is held in Suspense Account as 
noted Ext. M-I5 dated 5-8-1972 and this is not contraverted 
by the workman. MW-1 also further categorically denied 
the suggestion that the Bank terminated the services of the 
concerned workman due Jo his trade union activities, nor 
because of the friendship of the concerned workman with 
Sri Gopinath Nair who was also appointed at Aldur Branch 
and working as an Organising Secretary of the Union. An 
attempt was made to show in the cross-examination of MW-1 
that there are no corresponding entries in the Outward Regis- 
ters F.xts, M-16 and M-17 maintained at Aldur Branch show- 
ing that Exts. M-5 and M-8 were despatched from Aldur 
Branch to the Head Office, MW-1 has categorically denied 
the suggestion that he did not at all send the Confidential 
Reports Exts. M-5 and M-8 to the Head Office on the dates 
mentioned therein and that they were got up after the persent 
reference was made. The non-mention of despatching these 
confidential reports Exts. M-5 and M-8 in the Outward Regis- 
ters appeared to have been made much of on behalf of the 
I Party; but this has been effectively answered by MW-1 by 
adding in his re-examinafion that they do not enter about the 
despatch of the confidenlial reports in the outward register. 
So also an unsuccessful attempt was made to suggest that 
there is no other record maintained in the Branch at Aldur 
barring Exts. M-5 and M-8 indicating the unsatisfactory work 
of the concerned workman. What more is necessary when 
MW-1 the then Manager of the Branch at Aldur has posi- 
tively slated that he found the work of .Sri Sadananda Shetty 
not satisfactory and therefore made a final report Ext. M-8 
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to the Head Office recommending to terminate the services of 
the concerned workman. The concerned workman has nor 
entered into the witness box. He avoided to face the manage- 
ment though he was given sufficient opportunity. On one 
occasion the workman was present in the earlier part of the 
day and when the case was called out for recording evi- 
dence, on the same day in the later part he sent a letter 
through his advocate requesting to give adjournment as he 
was indispose of. Even thereafter though he was given suffi- 
cient opportunity to represent his case not only he did not 
appear bnt his advocate also failed to prosecute the case 
further. In the circumstances, I find that the concerned 
workman has not come to court with clean hands. 


8. Regarding the other contention of the I Party that the 
concerned workman should have been confirmed after com- 
pleting his training period, 1 find no material brought on re- 
cord to substantiate this contention of the concerned workman. 
In this regard,, it may be noted here that in Sastrys Award at 
pages 138, 159 and 389, it is stated that the Management 
could take the employees as apprentice and later at the end 
of training period, if his work is found not sntisfaclory, he 
may be appointed on probation. As already stated, the 
Service Rules arc accepted by the concerned workman as 
per Ext. M-2 and joined at Aldur Branch as a Trainee Clerk 
on a remuneration of R.s. 150 per month. It is not now open 
for him to turn round and say that the management was not 
justified in appointing him as a trainee on a stipulated re- 
muneration. The Management since found his work not 
satisfactory during the training period, was iustifled in 
appointing him as a probationer from 2-2-1972 in view of 
the Sastry’s Award. Therefore, if the findings on additional 
issues were called for, 1 answer that the management was 
justified in appointing Sri K. Sadananda Shetty as a trainee 
on a stipulated remuneration and further appointing him 
as a probationer from 2-2-1972. 


9. The Bank has placed sufficient material on record to 
justify their action in terminating the services of Sri K. 
Sadananda Shetty from the 8th July 1972 considering the 
nature of work that was being performed by the concerned 
workman in Aldur Branch. The I Party has nothing to 
say about it. He has not placed any material to show contra. 
In the circumstances and facts stated in the case, I am bound 
to hold that the Bank was jastified in terminating the services 
of Sri K, Sadananda Shetty from 8th July 1972 and hence 
the finding on additional issue No. 3 and the main points of 
dispute scheduled in the order of reference are recorded 
accordingly. 

10. In the resuU, the above reference is allowed and the 
Award is passed holding that the IT Party Bank is justified 
in finally terminating the services of Sri K, Sadananda Shetty 
from 8th July 1972 and consequently the workman concern- 
ed is not entitled to any relief. In the peculiar circumstances 
of the case, the parties are directed to bear their own costs.

The creation of 
the post as well ns the question of promotion arc the policy 
matters depending on the discretion of the employer and if 
any promotion has been made against the principle laid down 
the Tribunal can set aside the same and direct the employer 
to lake a fresh decision on the principles already laid down 
by it. But that is also not the case in the present reference. 
Lastly, the Insurance Company raised an objection that it is 
not liable because of the certain provisions in the Nationali- 
sation Act 1972 and specially in view of the Scheme framed 
and published by the Government of India as the General 
Insurance Nationalisation and Revision of pay scales and 
other conditions of services of supervisory clerical and subor- 
dinate staff scheme 1974. The Union has not contested points 
rai.sed in this written statement of the employer. 


3. The points so raised have their own force. The 
reference docs not specify the period to which it relates. It 
was made on 21-11-1974. The Schedule containing the text 
of the reference runs in the present tense. The man^cment 
of the Insurance Companies including British India General 
Insurance Company was taken over on 13-5-1971 vide 
provisions of General Insurance (Emergency Provisions) Act, 
1971. The Companies were then nationalised on 1-1-1974 
vide provisions of General Insurance Business Nationalisation 
Aci 1974 which came into force on 1-1-1973, Thus when 
reference was made in present tense on 21-11-1974 this 
Company, British India General Insurance, was not in 
existence. The reference against a non-existent Company 
was therefore bade in law. Moreover the reference which 
relates to matters falling exclusively within the managerial 
functions and the policy for the creation of po.8ts vis-a-vis 
the imposed sealing on expenditure, appears to be incompe- 
tent and v/ithout jurisdiction. .Similarlv. the question of 
iustification or otherwise of not promoting Shri K. Kumar 
will amount to placing cart before the horse unless there 
is already a post created by the employer. The reference 
is. Iherefore answered accordingly.

Sri P. K. Kathirvelu employed as Maistry in the Mines 
of M/s. Dalmia Magnesite Corporation, Salem represented 
to the Asst. Labour Commissioner (Central), Madras vide 
his letter dated 23-1-1976 that hLs services were terminated 
by the Management and requested for conciliation under Sec- 
tion 2(A) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947.
